Madison, Wis., Sept. 11.—The two 


new state fish 
hatcheries 
at Stur- 


geon Bay and Sheboygan will be com- 
pleted Oct. 1, anfl 
be in 
opera- 


tion a month later, according to the 
statement of James Nevin, state fish 
commissioner today. 
Eacli 
of these 


hatcheries have been built at a cost 
of from $7,000 to 
At nearly 


all of the other six hatcheries of the 
state improvements have been made 
this 
year. 
The 
wooden dam 
and 


sluccways have been removed to be 
replaced by concrete. The Sheboygan 
and Sturgeon Bay hatcheries will be 
used for lake trout and white fish. 


"We have just "finished our 
work 


on the Mississippi river," said Mr. 
Nevin. 
"All of the little bays 
and 


inclosed inland water along the river 
have been 'scooped of their fish before 
the winter season set in. The 
fish 


have been slipped into the main chan- 
nel of the Mississippi. 
If this were 


not, done as soon as these 
shallow 


ponds froze over those fish "would be 
suffocated. 
At least 
2,000,000 
fish 


have been scooped out of these ponds 
in the last few week." 


According to Mr. Navin. there are 


more fish in Lake Winnebago than 
any other lake or river in the state. 
He attributes this to the fact that the 
lake is shallow and is a good feeding 
grounds. He says that all of the fish 
caught along the Fox river down to 
Gren Bay come fr,o-m this one source.

Mr. Reynolds 
spoke

Trust Company section of the Amer- 


Bankers'• Association at its an- 


nual convention, and disavowed any 
antagonism to the 'congressional in- 
vestigation by the House Committee. 


Banking conditions were discussed 


by the speaker, who; said in part: 


Confusion of Terms. 


"The fact that 95| per cent of the 


business of this country is done upon 
credit, and that the use of actual mon- 
ey in transactions lias been reduced 
to the minimnn, ma'kes it very easy 
for people who do piot properly dis- 
criminate between dredit -and money 
itself to become coiil'nsed in the ap- 
ilicatlons of the terms; and 
espe- 


cially is this 
likeljr to be the case: 


with those who have given so little 
study to the subject thai they look 
upon a bank: as . being an Institution 
dealing in money, whereas, in reality 
a bank deals in credit, and (.lie money 
it carries in its vaults is only an in- 
cident to its business, being carried 
only in an. amount sufficient 
under 


the law of averages to make it pos- 
sible for the bank to pay its obliga- 
tions upon demand 
under 
normal 


conditions. 


"This confus'ng of credit with mon- 


ey, as it is related to business, has 
caused 
much 
misapprehension . on 


this subject and resulted in more or 
less honest critic'.sm'by those who do 
not realize that the "Money Power" 
as it is usually 
applied relates 
to 


the power or control of 
the credit 


which may be extended against eith- 
er -money or 
other tangible 
assets 


easily or 
quickly 
convertible 
into 


money; and in view of the temper of 
the people toward large aggregations 
of capital, it is not 
surprisng that 


'there has also arisen much confusion 
and misconception through the use of 
the words. "Money Power" and "Mon- 
ey Trust."

It is not necessary to discuss in de- 
tail each one of these things an ex- 
pectant matter should or should not 
do. Any sensible .woman knows that 
she should not wear laced 
garments; 


she knows that she can eat wholesome 
foods that agree with her, to neither 
fast nor feast, nor exercise until she 
is unduely fatigued, 
or lounge and 


sleep over-much. 
Women differ in physical and men- 


tal make-up, and the same conditions 
and methods do not prevail 
in all 


households. For this reason, what to 
do and what not to do. could only be 
mentioned in a general way. 


Fatherhood, as a subject, has re- 


ceived 
very 
little 
discussion 
by 


•writers. It seems to be considered a 
subject of very little importance. Pub- 
lic sentiment seems to sanction 
the 


practice of placing all the details and 
responsibility of rearing healthy and 
intelligent children upon the should- 
ers of the mother. Results show that 
she has dono, and' is doing, a remark- 
ably good job, considering the ob- 
stacles, social and political, which are 
ever present. 


Has it ever occurred to any of the 
readers to observe,how much time and 
care a successful breeder of thorough- 
bred stock" wiU devote to those ani- 


mals which are set aside to ;become 
fathers and mothers. 'How 
they are 


given the best of everything in the 
way of food, shelter,, and] 
general 


care? Does he show the same intel- 
ligence, care, and 
solicitude toward 


himself and she who is to be mother 
of his children? Do people in general 
give the matter any serious thought? 
Why not devote a little time 
and 


study: to 
bringing into the 
world 


thoroughbred boys amcll girls? An en- 
tirely .personal, matter, eh? Well, may 
be it is, and may be it isn't. If any 
favors are to be shown in the way of. 
education o£ t'utiure 
fathers 
and 


mothers, they should be bestowed up- 
on the future mothers, for after all it 
is the mother who is supreme. 


"We must all be agreed," says Sir 
Francis Gallon, "as to the propriety of 
breeding, if it be possible, for health, 
energy and ability, whatever else may 
be doubtful." 


Commenting upon this 
statement, 


Salleby says: "To this I would add 
that, whether we are agreed or not, we 
must breed for motherhood, and that, 
even if we do not, we shall have to 
reckon with it." 
Continuing he says: 


"The .reciuireiiienes which we should 
make of both sexes, the mothers of the 
future as well as the fathers, are es- 
sentially identical, but it seems to me 
that we have not yet reckoned with 
the vast .importance '. of 
motherhood 


and its absolute supremacy, inevitable. 
and persistent whether recognized 01 
ignored, in the case of man?

for instance the reduction of

mortality—which fails'to reckon witl 
motherhood or falls short adequately

these on the market and they

low in price. 


"A supply oC jars does cost some- 


thing, but this should be charged to 
future years as a careful housekeeper 
need rarely break a jar. 


"Foods .most often spoil after ster- 


lization .because of defective rubbers, 
It is poor economy to buy- cheap rub- 
bers, and.they must never be used a 
second time. Black rubber is 
more 


elastic and durable than white. 


"With good jars, tight fitting lids 


and new rubbers, there is no reason 
why the most 
delicately 
fla.vored 


vegetables like okra, 
lima 
beans, 


aspargus and corn- may 
not 
be 


canned 
successfully in 
the 
home 


kitchen. 


"The fist step is in the selection 


of and preparation of the articles .to 
be canned. Never attempt to can 
vegetables that have matured nor 
those that have commenced to decay. 
Generally young vegetables are bet- 
ter in flavor and superior iu texture 
to the older ones. Especially is 
this 


true of those mentioned above. 


"Corn is considered one of the dif- 


ficult vegetables to can, but this is a 
wrong impression. Cut the corn from 
the ears with a sharp knife,, pack the 
jar full, add salt to taste. 
A 
tea- 


spoonful is usually sufficient. Fill the 
jar to the brim with cold water. Put 
the rubber ring on, then the lid," but 
do not fasten the lid tightly. 


"Put as many jars in the boiler 


steamer, canner or oven as the re- 
ceptacle will hold,-leaving space be- 
tween them. Add water to cover the 
bottom of the steamer or boiler and 
keep it boiling for.an hour. 


"Now fasten the lids securely, cool- 


the jars and the following day re- 
turn them to the boiler, again looser, 
the lids and cook for . two 
hours 


longer, when sterilization 
will be 


complete. 
If after a few days the 
contents of the jars show signs of 
deterioration 
they 
may be placed 


again in the canner and be sterilized 
again. 


"String beans, oki-a. peas, aspara- 


gus tips, succotash,, lima beans are all 
canned in the .same way as 
corn. 


Thorough .cooking in. sterilized 
jars 


is the whole secret. 
. Kohl-rabi, 
cauliflower, 
tomatoes, 


pumpkin, egg-plant and beets require 
preliminary cooking. 


'After the jars have been sterilized 


and tested keep them in a dark place 
as the sunlight will discolor the vege- 
tables."

cal question. I am. only a woman, you know, anil am not supposed to have 
opinions on such things. Recently, however, I have turned the matter over 
in my mind and come to the conclusion that there is no reason w.hy anyone 
shouid think my opinion has anything to do with the policy of the paper, 


and hence no reason tor any editor, no matter how dif- 
ferently he lieels, to object to this expression of my 
humble opinion.

So here goes with my answer— 
With, all my heart I believe in woman suffrage, not 
;'. only as a thing that ought to be but also as a thing that. 


'. . soon will be. 


Now some people say that they want woman suf- 


frage because they know, that women will improve-eon- 


" ditions, I do not. I hope they will, ami I feel sure 


they will not make conditions worse. ..But I doa't.see 
that a probable improvement needs to be proven. 
When, in the history of the world, any class of men 
have tried to get the vote, it has not said.that it would 
govern the country better. 
It has simply claimed that 


it had an inalienable RIGHT to share in the govern- 
ment and has protested against taxation without repre- 
sentation. And that's just what the women of today 
are fighting against. 


The grounds'on which I ask for woman suffrage are simply those of ab- 


stract justice. 


Now please do not tell me that a. woman, is represented by her husband 


or father. Why should she he content with that any more than a grown man 
would be content to be represented by his father or his brother. Criminals, 
paupers, feeble-minded, and women are refused the right to vote. I .can see 
good reason for refusing the vote to the first three classes, but none for deny- 
ing it. to an intelligent woman.

Some of the anti-suffragists who do not quite care, to claim that women 


are un inferior race, put it this way—"Yes, I admit that men and'worn en are 
equal, but they are different." 
Surely my.friends. I freely admit that. But 


cannot, for my life, see -why the difference is one that affects the matter'of 


voting, any more than it affects woman's ability to learn to read, for instance. 
Though, come to think of it, not so very long ago there were people who 
irgiied that a woman's brain was so peculiarly constructed that it wasn't 
even capable of that. 


The only possible argument against woman suffrage that I can see is that 


t never has been and therefore never should be. Once upon a time there was 
v minister who preached against women wearing gay colors. Said this wise 
person, ".If the Lord had meant you to wear pink and bjue and crimson He 
would have made pink and blue and crimson sheep." 


When I hear anyone arguing, that if it were beat that women should 


;ote they would have always voted, and that because they don't vote now, 
they never should, I think of that minister. 


We laugh at such things as that today. Tomorrow my,.friend—and-not 


such a distant tomorrow either you'll be wondering why anyone ever through 
the question of sex had anything to do with the right to vote.

ABUNDANT IN STATE 


More Plentiful Than in Many Years 


Past—Protected in Rock County 


Until 
1915— Ducks 
Scarce. 


Prairie chickens are more abundant 


in the state this fall than in 
many 


years past according to Game Warden 
William Mason. 
Their food has been 


plentiful, their cover good, and condi- 
tions generally favorable to their in- 
crease. The drained marshes, such as 
the Evansville marsh, make 
good 


brooding grounds for the 
chickens. 


The ground is dry enough for nest- 
ing, and the grass sufficiently long to 
conceal the chicks from their natural 
enemies. Warden Mason predicts that 
if the prairie chickens and quail in 
the protected counties,. Rock included 
are not molested-Until 1915j when the 
protection expires, the hunting will be 
the finest in fifteen years. "Those who 
wish to hunt chickens this year will 
have plenty of opportunities as there 
are thirty-nine counties in/.the state 
where they can be shot betwen Sep- 
tember 10 and October 1. 


Quail were badly thinned .out last 


•winter by the excessive cold and the 
covering of their natural food by snow. 
•Partridges are said to be very numer- 


ous in the northern part of the state, 
but are scarce, almost to the point of 
extinction in this region,, 


Wild ducks have 
suffered 
much 


through the flooding of their nests by 
high water. There, will be little duck 
hunting nutil the ducks from the far 
north begin to migrate south. 
Good 


shooting is reported on the Horicon 
marsh.
